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TOWN PARK 
SHOW-OFFS 

Guests-only marquee cost taxpayers £3 f 500 


CASH-strapped Harlow Council 
splashed out more than £3,500 
on a private marquee at this 
year’s Town Show. 

Just one week after councillors 
froze plans for a number of communi¬ 
ty projects due to a lack of funds, the 
invitation-only tent took pride of place 
at the annual event in the Town Park 
back in August. 

Using the Freedom of Information Act, 
the Star has obtained a breakdown of the 
costs involved in using the marquee to 
entertain official council guests 

They sipped £84.18 worth of fruit juices 
and soft drinks purchased from Sainsbury’s 
while browsing a private exhibition of pic¬ 
tures purchased from a local photographer 
for £220.

Tables, chairs and the marquee itself cost 
the council £923 while a floral display 
added a further £70 to the bill. But the 
biggest expense was the buffet which 
amounted to a whopping £1,815.80. 

And the day could not have run smooth¬ 
ly without the help of the hard-working 
stewards posted at the tent’s entrance. They 
were paid £390 overtime for their efforts. 

The total cost added up to £3,502.98, 
half the cost of several projects temporarily 
suspended by the council seven days earli¬ 
er. These included townwide playground 
improvements which would have cost just 
under £7,000 and work to renew pathways 
in open spaces, pencilled in at £6,732. 

Mark Wallace, campaign director for the 


Taxpayers’Alliance, said he was astonished 
by the amount of money spent on the mar¬ 
quee. 

“People will be shocked that their hard- 
earned money is being wasted on lavish 
buffets for council bigwigs,” he said. “We 
are all in the middle of a credit crunch and 
as taxpayers tighten their belts, the council 
should be doing the same.” 

But a council spokesman insisted the 
money was well spent as the hospitality tent 
had helped to raise the image of the town in 
the eyes of potential investors. 

“Every effort is made to keep costs low 
and it is a small proportion of the total time 
and money that the council puts in to mak¬ 
ing the show a great free day out,” he added. 

“All mayors and chairpersons 
provide hospitality at these types of events 
in their areas to raise the profile of their 
towns, which in turn attracts investment.”

HARLOW Council is to stop the town cel¬ 
ebrating Bonfire Night on November 5 - 
in case it inconveniences residents. 

Despite centuries of national tradition, it will 
now take place on Sunday, November 2.

But council chiefs have decided to change the date to 
minimise disruption for Fifth Avenue residents and 
those who may be affected by the planned closure of 
part of the road.

Harlow Civic Society vice-chairman John Curry 
said: “I think it’s really sad; we ought to keep the tradi¬ 
tion going. It has been held on November 5 for donkey’s 
years, so why change it?” 

Fifth Avenue resident Abigail Jackson (23), of 
Newstead Way, also criticised the move, stating: “This is 
ridiculous. I don’t have a problem with the fireworks 
display being held on the night it should be traditional¬ 
ly and I’m sure most people who live here would agree. 

“I think it’s unfair the council should use us as scape¬ 
goats for rearranging plans and breaking with tradition.” 

Environment and community committee chairman 
Eddie Johnson said: “We anticipate that the decision to 
switch it to the weekend will be welcomed by most peo¬ 
ple.”

the site in Coldharbour Road 
and Princess Alexandra 
Hospital was put on alert by the 
ambulance service, which had 
an emergency crew standing by. 

All staff were evacuated from 
the building but none required 
treatment and the plant returned 
to full operational status later in 
the day. 

Both fire and ambulance 
crews remained on the scene 
until after 4pm to ensure the site 
had been made safe. 

It is believed the fire may 
have been caused by a malfunc¬ 
tion in the incinerator. 

A GSK spokeswoman said 
members of the public had not 


been at risk although she 
admitted that small amounts of 
a radioactive substance may 
have been involved. 

“Until we complete our 
investigation we will not know 
for certain whether material 
containing small amounts of a 
low-grade isotope, commonly 
used across the pharmaceutical 
industry, was involved but we 
took every precaution anyway,” 
she said. 

“Our use of isotopes is tight¬ 
ly controlled by the Environ¬ 
ment Agency and well below 
safe limits. 

“Everything we did was pre¬ 
cautionary - there was no risk 
to anyone then, and there is no 
risk now.”

Man threw racist material 
into neighbour's garden 


A MAN threw racist material into 
the garden of a mother of three 
mixed-race children, a court heard. 

Reginald Glynn (49), of Fel- 
mongers, Harlow, pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court to racial¬ 
ly aggravated harassment on 
August 5 and 6 last year. 

Prosecutor Robin du Preez said 
the mother was putting out rubbish 
ready for collection the next morn¬ 
ing when suddenly a wheelie bin 
came over the fence into her garden. 

“She said ‘What’s your problem? 
If you want to say something come 
round’. Mr Glynn laughed and 
threw something over into the back 


garden - it was racially abusive 
against people of mixed race. 

“Next day another laminated let¬ 
ter came over. The woman recog¬ 
nised it and Glynn’s fingerprints 
were found on it. Among the writ¬ 
ing it read: ‘We must secure exclu¬ 
sivity for our people and the future 
of our children’.” 

Glynn said he had been suffering 
problems with the family at the 
time of the incident. 

Adjourning sentence, Judge 
Hayward Smith said he considered 
allegations made by Glynn to be 
highly material and felt they should 
be investigated.

My support for a 
bypass is not new 

SIR, I don’t make a habit of responding to 
criticism from my Parliamentary opponent 
but Robert Halfon’s ludicrous claim (“MP 
uses congestion alarm to back bypass”, 
September 25) that I have only recently 
become interested in the need for an 
A414/Ml 1 bypass beggars belief and requires 
a response. 

I first argued the need for a bypass during 
consultations in the early 1990s when I was a 
local councillor. 

And since the Harlow growth debate started 
over five years ago, I have been working and 
lobbying for Harlow residents to get 
infrastructure improvements which should 
come with housing growth, including an 
A414/M 11 link road. 

Throughout that time, I have put party 
politics aside and worked on a cross-party 
basis with the Conservative, Labour and 
Liberal Democrat leaders on Harlow Council 
to work for Harlow’s case. I believe that is the 
right thing to do. 

And the reason I and all three party leaders 
on the council have argued in favour of major 
development at Harlow North is firstly to 
reduce over-development in Harlow and, 
secondly, with a major development north of 
Harlow, we are much more likely to get the 
funds for an A414/Ml 1 link road north of 
Harlow. 

Unlike myself and councillors of all parties 
on the council, Robert Halfon has opposed 
the Harlow North development. That makes 
our case for a bypass more difficult to sustain 
and that, bluntly, is not in Harlow’s interests.

into London’s third airport was 
revived. 

The next paragraph began: “If 
additional capacity has, in the longer 
term, to be provided it should be at 
Heathrow rather than at Stansted. 

The Heathrow area is 
environmentally ruined by the 
existing airport and additional traffic 
cannot have the same impact there 
that would result from development 
at Stansted in the peaceful 
countryside - and close to the 
peaceful towns - in west Essex.” 

This sounds a bit NIMBYish, 
perhaps and I was there to make a 
case for saving Harlow from 
damage. But in 2008 the Heathrow- 
or-Stansted point is still a live issue 
with, I believe, a Heathrow third 
runway as likely to be the choice as 
a Stansted second runway. 

The issues in 1982 and 2008- are 
whether either is needed (or can be 
allowed in spite of environmental 
objections) and, if so, at which of the 
same two candidate locations a 
runway should be built. And it is one 
or the other, I hope. 

The environmental reasons advanced 
against airport growth in my 1982 
proof remain relevant because 
Harlow is the perennial target of 
governments anxious to be seen 
doing something about ‘the housing 
shortage’. The current East of 
England Plan requires a vast increase 
in the size of Harlow, much of the 
new development at Harlow North. 

I made points then about the need 
for major development requiring 
additional sewerage, a new water 
main, and a new motorway link, all 
very costly projects. They have not 
been provided in the intervening 
quarter-century and remain essential 
if Harlow is to meet East of England 
Plan development expectations. And 
no-one has shown how they will be 
managed or paid for. 

The failure to provide schools, 
neighbourhood shops and other 
amenities for expansion areas to 
match those in areas of Harlow built 
earlier was another of my points.

Jail for knife-wielding train 
thug who threatened woman 


A THUG who threatened to stab a 
female train passenger has been 
jailed for three years and three 
months. 

Mark Stimpson (22), of Chapel 
Fields, Harlow, was sentenced at 
the Old Bailey on Tuesday after a 
jury found him guilty of attempt¬ 
ed robbery and theft at a trial in 
August. 

Stimpson was travelling on a 
train from Sawbridgeworth to 
Tottenham Hale on November 3 
when he targeted the 3 3-year-old 
victim. 

Sitting across the aisle with 
another man, he told her she owed 
them money and threatened to 
stab her if she did not hand over 
her purse. 

He followed her off the train at 
Tottenham Hale and tried to steal 


from her handbag as she went up 
an escalator. 

British Transport Police offi¬ 
cers downloaded CCTV footage 
of the offence and circulated 
Stimpson’s image on the Police 
National Computer, which result¬ 
ed in his identification. 

He was arrested by BTP offi¬ 
cers a few weeks later while trying 
to steal a bicycle at Cheshunt rail¬ 
way station during a covert police 
operation, and was soon linked to 
and subsequently charged for the 
offence at Tottenham Hale. 

Sentencing Stimpson, who had 
denied both charges, Judge Gerald 
Gordon said: “The serious nature 
of this offence and the fear the 
victim suffered has and will con¬ 
tinue to have a long term effect on 
her.” 


I have lived in Church Langley so I 
know how they pack them in, but this 
is just beyond a joke. It’s making me 
ill and I don’t know where to turn.” 

A Newhall spokesman said minor

Mrs Bale’s com¬ 
plaints. 

“It is Newhall’s 
intention always to 
incorporate resi¬ 
dents as much as 
possible into the 
life and community 
of Newhall and it is 
hoped that these 
changes that Lin¬ 
den Homes have 
offered to make 
will reduce the 
effect of the build¬ 
ing work on the 
Bale family,” he 
added.

High Street's 
thriving time 


A FTER last month’s 
memories of the 
‘Aladdin’s cave’ that 
was Tates’, more Old 
Harlow shopping memories 
have landed on Nostalgia's 
desk. 

Reader Muriel King also 
remembers the store that sold 
everything from when she was 
growing up in High Laver. 

“My dad used to cycle to Tates’ for 
an accumulator for the radio - no 
TV in those days,” she recalled. 
“Later, when I was 12,1 attended 
cookery classes at Fawbert and 
Barnard School and at lunchtimes 
we would walk down the High 
Street to Tates’ to get twopenny 
worth of sweets.” 

Northbrooks resident Avron 
Cooper-Gray remembers her 
Saturday job at hardware shop 
Coleman’s in 1956. 

“The manager was Mr Bell and he 
was very strict,” she said. “My

wages were just one pound note and 
as soon as I was paid, I would go 
down the High Street to Kenville 
Jackson’s, the record shop, to buy 
the latest records.” 

Martin Gladwin, of East Park, also 
recalls this shop, but for some of its 
more expensive products: “As well 
as records, it sold TVs and radios. 
Kenville Jackson would hire out 
Victoria Hall to show off his 
television sets each cup final day, 
providing wooden benches for the 
residents to sit on. I can well 
remember watching the famous 
Stanley Matthews cup final, 
Blackpool vs Bolton. 

“The High Street was a thriving 
place, with Muffitt’s wet fish shop 
one side and fried fish the other. 
There was also Scatley’s men’s 
outfitters, which is now the 


hairdressers at the top end, and 
Wilce-Taylor newsagents.” 

Lionel Clark, who has lived in Old 
Harlow since he was born in 
Churchgate Street in 1926, provides 
us with a list of every business in 
the High Street in the 1930s. 

In addition to those already 
mentioned, he remembers Harold 
Parish’s labour exchange, Selmes’ 
butchers, Sid and Clarice Butcher’s 
greengrocers, International Stores, 
Moule’s greengrocers, Warnes’ 
paper shop and Nora Lincoln’s hair 
salon. 

There was also Caton’s grocers, 
Ralph and William’s chemist and 
optician, Dorrington’s bakers, 

Dine’s which sold bicycles and 
prams, Erskine’s sweet shop and 
Gould’s corn merchants. Frank 
Beard ran a barbershop and his wife 
had a separate ladies’ hairdressers. 
Amusingly, Mr Clark recalls that 
another sweet shop, owned by Mr 
and Mrs Reed, was let out once a 
week to Mr Pryor - a dentist!

With the figure set to rise further, council 
chiefs are worried that some dog owners already 
struggling financially because of the credit 
crunch may decide not to pay the charges if their 
pets are picked up. 

Councillor Eddie Johnson, chairman of the 
council’s environment and community commit¬ 
tee, said: “Stray dogs are a potential danger to 
themselves and to the public and we have a duty 
of care to look after them. But all this costs 
money and as council taxpayers we all end up 
footing the bill if owners can’t be traced or do 
not want to pay. 

“In the current financial climate, it’s even 
more important that people keep their dogs 
responsibly to avoid hefty fees for themselves 
and extra costs to the council. 

“Our concern at the moment is that the credit 
crunch could mean people won’t or can’t pay 
fees, meaning the council picks up the bill and a 
beloved family pet ends up re-homed.” 

The authority spent nearly £1,000 in four 
months this year because the charges do not 
fully cover kennel and administration costs. A 
third of the 72 dogs picked up between April and 
June had to be re-homed because their owners 
couldn’t be traced or refused to pay the fees. 

Mr Johnson added: “We would appeal to 
owners to do the responsible thing and prevent 
their dog from straying in the first place and 
make sure it has a collar with a name and 
address tag so that if it gets out by accident we 
can return it as quickly as possible.”

China goes for eT 

walk... in space 


CHINA made its mark 
on the international 
space race in 
spectacular style when 
one of the country’s top 
astronauts became the 
first Chinese person to 
take a walk in space. 
Mission commander Zhai 
Zhigang was one of three 
astronauts on board a rocket 
which blasted off into space two 
weeks ago. 

Television audiences in China sat 
glued to their screens as they 
watched Zhai leaving his 



spacecraft in a hi-tech space 
suit, which cost more than £5m, 
to float in space for about 15 
minutes, waving a Chinese flag. 
As he left the spacecraft, Zhai 


said: “I’m feeling quite well. I 
greet the Chinese people and the 
people of the world.” 

In the past, Britain has sent 
astronauts into space but until 
now only people from America, 
Canada and Russia have actually 
walked in space. 

Chinese scientists are hoping the 
photos and videos beamed back 
from the mission will give them 
vital information to help them 
learn how to keep people in 
space for longer and even give 
them ideas on how to build their 
own space station.

TOURING the county as 
part of the Essex-Jiangsu 
Festival, The Yangzhou 
Puppet Company was a 
magical dash of warmth 
and colour in an otherwise 
grey Sunday. 

There’s something about 
puppetry as a medium that taps 
into the enjoyably primal 
storytelling of childhood and 
most of the nine pieces in this 
show effortlessly crossed the 
language barrier to delight the 
capacity audience of young and 
old alike. 

The company opened with the 
flourish of Wu Song Fights The 
Tiger , a classic story in which a 
brave man utilises a jug of 
alcohol to outwit a tiger on the 
prowl which also made for an 
excellent showcase of the 
versatility of the beautifully 
detailed rod puppets. 

To underline the point that even 
the most simple of scenarios 
can be mined for a wealth of 
comic potential, The Annoying 
Mosquito was no more 
complex than a man’s attempts 
to get to sleep being persistently 
interrupted by a whining 
nocturnal visitor and had many 
of the younger watchers 
convulsed. 

The Crane And The Tortoise 
was an Aesop-like fable to 
illustrate the virtue of harmony 
in which the titular characters 
argue and come to blows. This 
was far easier to comprehend 
than the somewhat more 
wordy The Fox Takes The Tiger 
For A Ride which followed, 
although a helpful description 
beforehand, drawing parallels 


between this tale and The 
Gruffalo, helped the audience 
deduce what was going on. 

For Dance Of The Long 
Sleeves , the concealing 
curtain/stage was removed to 
allow the puppeteers to be 
seen as they worked, and far 
from detracting from the 
experience it only added to it by 
revealing the physical grace 
required to manipulate the doll 
as it made its trailing silk 
sleeves dance and hang in the 
air. 

The curtain stayed down for the 
rest of the show, doubling the 
fun as the puppeteer for The 
Buddha Pearls had his wooden 
accomplice perform a number 
of impressive acrobatic feats 
with a string of beads and the 
Traditional Fan Dance provided 
a tranquil, dreamy interlude in 
which the performance 
comprised beautifully subtle 
moves and flutterings. 

The company appeared to be 
saving the best for last, 
beginning with a Chinese 
Painting demonstration in 
which the puppet and 
puppeteer worked in perfect 
harmony to conjure up a field 
of bamboo. 

And finally there was Changing 
Faces , a technique at which the 
Sichuan Opera apparently 
specialises and here performed 
by a majestic-looking puppet 
which revealed a different 
opera mask every time its arm 
passed across its face - a 
particularly clever piece of 
sleight-of-hand which was 
topped off by an impressive 
burst of fire-breathing.

A madness of gods and monsters 


CALIGULA: THE IMPERIAL EDITION 

(Arrow Films, 18, retail) 

Bankrolled by Penthouse and dubbed ‘the most 
expensive porn movie ever made’ in some quarters, 
1979’s Caligula is every bit as delirious, opulent, 
vulgar and fascinating as its subject. 

It’s also a one-of-a-kind cautionary tale about what 
happens when artistic ambition comes up against the 
hard mercantile realities of the skin trade. 

Gore Vidal wrote the first script and eventually 
secured funding from his fabulously wealthy patron 
and porn baron Bob Guccione, who lost no time in 
throwing cash at star names such as Peter O’Toole, 
Malcolm McDowell, John Gielgud and Helen Mirren, 
signing up respected Italian director Tinto Brass and 
flying out a bevy of Penthouse Pets to Rome to pretty- 
up the movie. 

The production was immense, featuring gigantic sets 
and, at the time, the largest movie prop ever built, in 
the form of a Roman galley, all while employing up to 
2,500 people on a sprawling shoot. 

When it was done, Guccione was unhappy with the 
quality and degree of flesh on show and used his 
own after-hours crew to shoot a little hardcore porn 
for seemingly random insertion into the film proper. 
The end result, passed by the BBFC for the first time 
as Caligula: The Uncut Version, is quite simple a jaw- 
dropping spectacle. Vidal’s initial vision of something 
more akin to I, Claudius is instead a surreal fever 
dream of power, madness and carnality, beginning 
with O’Toole’s memorable turn as the syphilitic old 
monster Tiberius at play in the depravity of his multi¬ 
storey sex grotto, cheering on the arena butchery of 
an astonishing decapitation machine and watching 
McDowell’s golden self-proclaimed god losing his 
mind in a welter of depravity, torture and murder 
while a tide of writhing bodies and dishevelled togas 
ebbs and flows to Prokofiev’s Montagues et Capulets. 
This four-disc set features the 2h 36m Uncut Version 
of the film, the original much-cut 1 h 42m UK 
Theatrical Version and the 2h 33m Extended Version 
in which alternative shots and footage replaced the 
explicit material. Also included are a fun commentary 
with McDowell, Mirren and Penthouse's man-on-the- 
spot Ernest Volkman, a variety of trailers and behind- 
the-scenes footage, two making-of features, 
interviews with disgruntled Penthouse Pet Lori 
Wagner, actor John Steiner and director Brass, a still 
gallery and a lot of DVD-ROM content.

ZODIAC: DIRECTOR’S CUT 

(Warner Home Video, 15, retail) 

The extra five minutes of material in director David 
Fincher’s modern crime classic largely comprises 
extended dialogue scenes and doesn’t substantially 
alter his masterful film about the reign of the fear 
inspired in San Francisco in the late 1960s and early 
70s by the notorious media-hungry, cop-baiting killer 
The Zodiac. 

That said, what was impressive enough in the cinema 
becomes even more so on repeat viewings, as the 
film expertly crafts an atmosphere of clammy dread 
while Robert Downey Jr, Jake Gyllenhaal and Mark 
Ruffalo give career-best turns as three men who 
obsessions with the case change their lives forever. 
What makes this two-disc set indispensable is the 
wealth of fascinating additional material, particularly 



the feature-length documentary This Is The Zodiac 
Speaking and a shorter feature on the prime suspect 
His Name Was Arthur Leigh Allen, both making 
extensive use of interviews with the cops who 
worked the case and the victims who survived The 
Zodiac's attacks. 

There are also two commentaries (one with Fincher 
and a second with stars Downey Jr and Gyllenhaal, 
producer Brad Fischer, scriptwriter James Verndbilt 
and crime author James Ellroy) and three behind-the- 
scenes features.

RISE OF THE FLESH EATERS: 3 FILM 
ZOMBIE BOX SET 

(Revolver Entertainment, 18, retail) 

A crash-course in low budget film-making, this three- 
disc set showcases the best and worst outcomes of 
working on a shoestring. 

First up is the inventive, moody 2006 British film The 
Zombie Diaries by writers/directors Michael Bartlett 
and Kevin Gates, which unrolls its attack of re¬ 
animated flesh-eaters through three video diaries, the 
first by a small film crew covering the outbreak of an 
avian flu-like virus who escape London just as parts of 
it are quarantined, the second following a trio of 
scavengers a while later and the third focusing on the 
constant threats facing a farmhouse of survivors 
further down the line. 

The Blair Witch- style camcorder footage and 
naturalistic acting work well together, along with a 
script which assumes its audience is savvy enough to 
not need the basics spelt out. 

‘Zombies vs strippers’ seems a guaranteed recipe for 
entertaining popcorn trash but unfortunately 2008’s 
Zombies, Zombies, Zombies turns out to be the worst 
offering here, a simple tale of lap dancers and 
assorted refugees holed up in a strip club to fight off 
the living dead rendered with almost painful 


ineptitude and mostly comprising wooden delivery, 
unfunny comedy and dire-logue, ropey performances 
and clunky editing that saps it of any energy or 
atmosphere. 

Luckily, 2007’s Days Of Darkness more than 
compensates, working from the notion of the walking 
dead being brought about by alien spores and skilfully 
blending creative camerawork, a smart script, 
committed performances and good use of its 
locations into a story of survivors holding out in an 
abandoned military complex which has pleasing 
echoes of Day Of The Dead, Alien and The Thing. 
Both Days Of Darkness and Zombies, Zombies, 
Zombies are also released as separate titles.

SHARK IN VENICE 

(Warner Home Video, 15, retail) 

Great white sharks! Eating people! In Venice! All the 
ingredients for a hugely silly B-movie are present and 
correct, if only a Baldwin brother was on board ... 
Fortunately, Stephen steps up to tie this pleasurable 
nonsense together, playing a maverick diver, David, 
who goes to Venice looking for his father after the 
latter vanished in its famed canals. 

Before you can yell ‘improbably huge shark!’, he’s 
found great whites in the Grand Canal, uncovered a 
Mafia plot to find the fabulous ‘lost’ treasure of the 
Medicis and is pitched into an apparently suicidal race 
against time to save his kidnapped girlfriend. 

It’s a ludicrous premise, carried off with relish and 
brimming with scenery-chewing villains, absurdly 
tough heroes and a few well-edited shark attacks 
concocted from live footage and CG. 

The making-of featurette is a lot of fun since director 
Danny Lerner and cast have no pretensions about 
what they were doing and just set out to have a laugh.
